Calderon 
Is Winner 
In Mexico 


Leftist VOWS to fight results 
of tight presidential election 


MEXICO CITY I The ruling party’s Felipe 
Calderon won the official count in Mexico’s 
disputed presidential race Thursday, a come- 
from-behind victory for the stiff technocrat. 
But his leftist rival refused 
to concede and said he’d 
fight the results in court. 

Calderon, a conservative 
who preached free -market 
values and financial stabil- 
ity during the campaign, 
was already reaching out Calderon 

to other parties to build a 

“unity government.” His opponent, Andres 
Manuel Lopez Obrador, blamed fraud for 
his narrow loss in the vote count and called 
on his supporters to fill Mexico City’s main 
square Saturday in a show of force. 

With the 41 million votes counted, Calderon, 
a member of President Vicente Fox’s National 
Action Party, had 35.88 percent of the votes 
to 35.31 percent for Lopez Obrador of the 
Democratic Revolution Party. 

Any challenges will go before the coun- 
try’s top electoral court. A winner must be 
declared by Sept. 6. The next president begins 
a single six-year term on Dec. 1. (ap)

Courts Rule Against Gay Marriage 


State rulings in N.Y., 
Ga., deal legal setbaek 
for same-sex couples 

A L B A N Y, N . Y. I The highest courts in 
two states dealt gay rights advocates 
dual setbacks Thursday, rejecting 
same-sex couples’ bid to win mar- 
riage rights in New York and rein- 
stating a constitutional amendment 
banning gay marriage in Georgia. 

Activists had hoped to widen 
marriage rights for gays and les- 
bians beyond Massachusetts with 


a legal victory in liberal New York, 
but the Court of Appeals ruled 4-2 
that the state’s law allowing marriage 
only between a man and a woman 
was constitutional. 

The decision comes two years 
after gay and lesbian couples, sup- 
ported by gay-rights groups who 
saw a chance for a major court win 
in a populous state, sued for the 
right to wed. 

“It’s hard to read the decision 
as anything other than a rebuff of 
gay and lesbian couples,” said Ohio 
State University law professor Marc 


Spindelman, who tracks lesbian and 
gay legal issues. 

In Georgia, where three-quar- 
ters of voters approved a ban on gay 
marriage when it was on the ballot 
in 2004, the top court reinstated the 
ban Thursday, ruling unanimously 
that it did not violate the state’s sin- 
gle-subject rule for ballot measures. 
Lawyers for the plaintiffs had argued 
that the ballot language was mis- 
leading, asking voters to decide on 
same-sex marriage and civil unions, 
separate issues about which many 
people had different opinions. 


The twin rulings, which came 
less than two hours apart, become 
part of the nationwide debate that 
has continued to evolve since a 
Massachusetts court ruling in late 
2003 ushered in a spate of gay mar- 
riage controversies from Boston to 
San Francisco. 

High courts in Washington state 
and New Jersey are deliberating 
cases in which same-sex couples 
argue they have the right to marry. 
A handful of other states have cases 
moving through lower courts.

Fla. Top Court Rejects 
Tobacco Case Verdict 


Court ruling overturns 
$145B damage award 
from class-action suit 

TALLAHASSEE, FLA. | The Florida 
Supreme Court lifted a huge bur- 
den from U.S. tobacco companies 
Thursday when it threw out a record 
$145 billion punitive damage award 
against them even though it agreed 
the companies had misled smokers 
about the dangers of lighting up. 

The court also ruled that individ- 
ual smokers could sue the compa- 
nies — and gave plaintiffs a potent 
legal weapon by upholding the trial 
jury’s finding that the companies 
had negligently misled the public 


about the dangers and addictive 
nature of cigarettes. 

The court, which deemed the 
July 2000 award excessive, also 
approved an appellate court rul- 
ing that it had been a mistake to 
certify the lawsuit as a class -action 
representing an estimated 300,000 
to 700,000 Floridians made ill by 
smoking. 

Tobacco stocks jumped on the 
news that the court had rejected an 
award that the industry said was 
potentially ruinous. 

The class -action trial lasted for 
two years, but the seven jurors delib- 
erated less than five hours to reach 
the $145 billion verdict in 2000.

Gov. Corzine says 
government operation 
will resume by Friday 

TRENTON, N.J. | New Jersey’s gover- 
nor and lawmakers reached a deal 
Thursday on a new state budget, six 
days into a state government shut- 
down that shuttered casinos and 
threw more than 80,000 people 
out of work. 

Gov. Jon S. Corzine said a gov- 
ernment shutdown that furloughed 
thousands of workers will end in the 
next 24 to 36 hours. Budget bills 
first must pass both the Senate 
and Assembly, he said. 

Corzine cautioned that the bud- 
get accord was not cause for cele- 
bration, because too many residents’ 
lives were disrupted. 

“We have much more to do in the 
coming months and years to fix our 
state’s public finances,” he said. 

The deal will increase the state 
sales tax from 6 percent to 7 per- 
cent and use half the $1.1 billion 
that it will raise to help lower prop- 
erty taxes, which are among the 
highest in the nation. It allows the 
possibility that, in future years, the 
entire increase will go to property 
tax relief. 

“I honestly think that in the end 


with the agreement that we have 
reached, our state and, more impor- 
tantly, our citizens are all emerging 
as winners,” said Senate President 
Richard J. Codey. 

Corzine shut down non-essential 
government operations on Saturday 
after the Legislature failed to pass a 
budget by the July 1 deadline. 

More than 45,000 state workers 
were furloughed, including those who 
staff state parks and beaches and 


the gambling inspectors who keep 
an eye on the casinos. Without the 
gambling inspectors, Atlantic City’s 
dozen casinos had to shut their doors 
Wednesday, putting 36,000 casino 
employees out of work. 

The casinos stood to lose more 
than $16 million a day while shut 
down, and the state would lose an 
estimated $1.3 million a day in 
the taxes they normally generate.

Global Warming May 
Spur Jump in Wiidfires 


Scientists link recent 
increase in blazes to 
burning of fossil fuels 

WASHINGTON! The increase in the 
number of large western wildfires 
in recent years may be a result of 
global warming, researchers say. 

An analysis of data going back to 
1970 indicates the fires increased 
“suddenly and dramatically” in 
the 1980s and the wildfire season 
grew longer, according to scientists 
in Arizona and California. 

“The increase in large wildfires 
appears to be another part of a chain 
of reactions to climate warming,” 
said Dan Cayan, director of the cli- 
mate research division at Scripps 
Institution of Oceanography.

He said that while part of the 
increase maybe attributed to natu- 
ral fluctuations, evidence also links 
it to the effects of human-induced 
climate warming. Scientists have 
become increasingly concerned 
about the amount of carbon diox- 
ide released into the atmosphere by 
the burning of fossil fuels, (ap) 


Study Tackles Fines on Diplomats 


NEW YORK I Researchers who exam- 
ined tens of thousands of parking 
tickets issued to United Nations 
diplomats found those least like- 
ly to pay up were from countries 
where people hold a dim view of 
the United States. 

The study was conducted by 


economists hoping to uncover 
why officials from some countries 
frequently abused their diplomatic 
immunity by parking illegally. 

They found diplomats were more 
likely to run up fines if they hailed 
from countries with a history of 
unchecked corruption, (ap) 
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The average growth in organic food sales each year, compared with 2 percent to 4 
percent for total food sales.

Shuttle Docks With Space Station 


Discovery astronauts 
link up with outpost 
crew after inspection 

HOUSTON I Life in space returned 
Thursday to as close to normal as it 
has been since the Columbia disas- 
ter three years ago. 

After the space shuttle Discovery 
docked with the international space 
station, the orbiting outpost was fully 
staffed with three crew members for 
the first time since 2003. European 
Space Agency astronaut Thomas 
Reiter arrived on the shuttle for a 
six-month stay. 

And the news for Discovery was 
also reminiscent of more carefree 
days: NASA found no major prob- 
lems with the shuttle’s heat shield. 

Engineers were still looking 
Thursday at pictures taken of the

shuttle and beamed back to Earth, 
finding a few areas they want to 
examine more closely, but nothing 
of serious concern. After a lunchtime 
hatch opening, both crews exchanged 
hugs and handshakes and relished 
the trouble-free flight. 

Before Discovery docked with 
the station Thursday, commander 
Steve Lindsey flew the shuttle into 
a back flip maneuver so the space 
station crew could take 350 pho- 
tographs of the tiles on the belly of 
Discovery. 

Engineers were looking for signs 
that hard insulating foam from the 
shuttle’s external tank hit the shuttle 
during launch. Damage from fall- 
ing foam led to Columbia’s destruc- 
tion in 2003, when all seven astro- 
nauts died after fiery gases entered 
a breach in awing during re-entry.

Indicted DeLay 
To Stay on GOP’s 
November Ballot 

AUSTIN I The Texas Republican Party 
must keep Tom DeLay’s name on the 
November ballot, even though the 
former congressman has dropped 
his re-election bid, a federal judge 
ruled Thursday. 

DeLay, the former House major- 
ity leader who resigned June 9 and 
is under indictment, won the 
Republican primary for his dis- 
trict in March but decided against 
re-election a month later. 

He is awaiting trial on money 
laundering and conspiracy charges 
connected to the financing of Texas 
legislative campaigns in 2002. 

GOP leaders want another 
Republican to replace DeLay on 
the ballot and say state election law 
allows them to select one because 
DeLay has moved out of Texas, (ap) 
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The percentage of Europeans who supportthe European Union, a new opin- 
ion poll finds — an increase of 5 percent from a previous survey.

Journalists Protest After 
Local Reporter Found Dead 

Sri Lankan journalists demonstrat- 
ed Thursday to protest the killing of 
a local freelance reporter, who wrote 
mostly on the country’s separatist 
conflict involving the government 
and Tamil Tiger rebels. The bullet 
riddled body of Sampath Lakmal, 
24, was found in Dehiwala, a sub- 
urb in the capital Colombo last 
Sunday after he had left home hav- 
ing received two telephone calls, his 
family members said, (ap)

Militia Arrests 2 Members 
Over World Cup Killings 

The Islamic group that controls 
Somalia’s capital arrested two of 
its own militiamen for killing two 
people who were watching a World 
Cup soccer match, the group’s lead- 
er said Thursday. The two detained 
militiamen allegedly shot a teenage 
girl and a businessman who defied 
their orders to stop watching the 
match between Italy and Germany 
on Tuesday, (ap)

Eight Die, 46 Injured in 
Mysterious Bus Explosion 

An explosion ripped apart a small 
civilian bus in the Moldovan sepa- 
ratist republic of Trans-Dniester 
early Thursday, killing eight peo- 
ple and injuring 46, the republic’s 
official Olvia Pres news agency said. 
The cause of the explosion was not 
immediately clear. But a separatist 
official suggested that a passenger 
linked to criminal groups might 
have been carrying a bomb that 
went off accidentally, according to 
a Russian news agency, (ap) 


Bloody Clashes Erupt in Gaza Strip 



Intense fighting amid 
offensive kills at least 
21 Palestinians, 1 Israeli 

BEIT LAHIYA, GAZA STRIP I Palestin- 
ian militants armed with AK-47s 
and rocket-propelled grenades bat- 
tled Israeli helicopters and tanks 
Thursday in the bloodiest day since 
Israel invaded Gaza over a soldier’s 
capture. Twenty- one Palestinians 
and one Israeli soldier were killed 
as Israeli forces retook three empty 
Jewish settlements nearly a year 
after abandoning them. 

Israel’s main goal in extending 
Israel’s largest operation in Gaza 
since it unilaterally evacuated the 
territory was to carve out a tem- 
porary buffer zone to prevent mil- 
itants from firing more rockets at 
Israel. 

After touring Gaza’s main hos- 
pital, Palestinian Prime Minister 
Ismail Haniyeh of Hamas called for 
international intervention to stop 
the Israeli offensive, which he called 
a “crime against humanity.” 

Haniyeh called the Israeli push 
“a desperate effort to undermine 
the Palestinian government under 
the pretext of a search for the miss- 


ing soldier.” 

Throughout the day, Israeli air- 
craft targeted Palestinian militants 
with missile strikes, while Israeli 
tanks took up positions among 
tightly packed Palestinian homes. 
Apache helicopters hovered over- 
head, firing flares and machine 
guns to support ground forces 


engaged in fierce skirmishes with 
masked Palestinian gunmen. 

Interior Minister Said Siyyam of 
the ruling Hamas party, issued the 
Palestinian government’s first call 
to arms since Israeli ground forces 
invaded Gaza last week, appealing 
to all security forces to fulfill their 
“religious and moral duty to stand 


up to this aggression and cowardly 
Zionist invasion.” 

Siyyam doesn’t carry much 
weight with the bulk of the secu- 
rity forces, however, because 
most are loyal to the Fatah party 
led by the moderate Palestinian 
president, Mahmoud Abbas.

Gunmen Abduct 
Dutch Oil Worker 
In Nigeria’s Delta 

YENAGOA, NIGERIA I Armed men 
kidnapped a Dutch oil worker in 
Nigeria’s chaotic southern delta 
Thursday, the second hostage- 
taking in less than 24 hours in a 
region where regular raids continue 
to destabilize oil production. 

Nigerian police said the assail- 
ants arrived at the Shell plant 
in speedboats and kidnapped a 
Dutch employee of Westminster 
Dredging, a contractor to Royal 
Dutch Shell PLC. 

Kidnappings in the restive and 
impoverished Niger Delta have 
been common in recent months, 
with militants using the hostages 
to bargain for a greater share of the 
wealth from Africa’s largest crude 
producer, (ap) 


North Korea Defiant on Missile Tests 


Pyongyang dedares it 
has right to hold drills 
for country’s defense 

SEOUL, SOUTH KOREA I North Korea 
angrily mocked international crit- 
icism of its multiple missile tests, 
threatening on Thursday to fire off 
more rockets. 

In the face of nearly unani- 
mous world condemnation of the 
seven missile tests on Wednesday, 
Pyongyang’s foreign minister 
released ablustery statement declar- 
ing that it had the right to develop 
and test its weapons — and vowing 
unspecified retaliation against any- 
one who tries to stop it. 

“Our military will continue with 
missile launch drills in the future 
as part of efforts to strengthen self- 
defense deterrent,” said the state-

ment. “If anyone intends to dispute 
or add pressure about this, we will 
have to take stronger physical 
actions in other forms.” 


The aggressive stance from 
Pyongyang coincided with intense 
diplomatic activity in world capitals 
to formulate a response to the tests. 
Washington and its allies clamored 
for sanctions against the North, 
but struggled against resistance 
by China and Russia. 

Japanese officials said they had 
no indications another Taepodong 
test was being prepared, and South 
Korean officials said the launches 
were not imminent. 

Still, the North pulled no 
punches in its statement, hailing 
the launches on Wednesday as a 
success and making no mention 
of the Taepodong-2 failure. 

The ministry also denied it had 
violated a missile moratorium, 
saying it was only in effect when 
Pyongyang was in dialogue with

London Bombings Still Reverberate 


One year after transit 
attacks, city grapples 
with terrorism fears 

LO N D 0 N I London’s sweaty subway 
cars are as jam-packed as ever this 
summer and red double-decker 
buses still roll through the capi- 
tal crowded with commuters and 
photo -snapping tourists. 

A year after suicide bomb- 
ers brought carnage and chaos 
to three Underground trains and 
one of the city’s iconic buses, life 
in the capital has returned to nor- 
mal — almost. 

The fear isn’t entirely gone. 
It’s just covered over by a veneer 
of calm, an uneasy sense of nor- 
mality that could be shattered by 
another attack. 

Memories of July 7, 2005, when 
an ordinary Thursday morning com- 
mute turned horrific, are never far 
from the surface. The bombs, which 
killed 52 commuters and injured 
700, have changed Britain in ways 
large and small. 

News that the four young attack- 
ers were all born or raised in Britain 
stunned many and strained ties 
between the country’s large Muslim 
community and the wider popula- 
tion.

Londoners were hardened by 
years of Irish Republican Army 
bombings in the 1980s and early

rely on public transportation in a 
city where travel costs are high. 

“Terrorism has always been a 
factor and will always be a threat in 
this country, but I can’t be scared,” 
said Jason Dolby, 18, on his way into 
Oxford Circus station. 

Within days of the bomb- 
ings, detectives identified those 
they believed responsible — four 
young men dead in the wreckage 
with their victims.

The huge police presence in 
London that immediately followed 
the attacks has largely vanished, but 
security remains tight.

Suicide Car 
Blast Kills 
12 in Iraq 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ | A suicide car 
bomber attacked Iranian pilgrims 
Thursday as they got off tour buses 
at a Shiite Muslim shrine south of 
Baghdad, killing 12 people and 
wounding 39. 

The bomber struck about 7^15 
a.m. in Kufa, a Shiite holy city 100 
miles south of Baghdad, detonat- 
ing a minivan loaded with explo- 
sives behind two buses unloading 
pilgrims, police said. 

Eight of the dead and 22 of the 
injured were Iranians, said Dr. 
Munthir al-Athari, a provincial 
health official. Three of the dead 
Iranians were women, he said. 

At least 19 other people were 
killed Thursday across Iraq, includ- 
ing 11 men whose bullet-riddled 
bodies were found in several loca- 
tions across Baghdad, police said. 
Several showed signs of torture. 

No group claimed responsibility 
for the Kufa blast, but suspicion fell 
on Sunni religious extremists and 
supporters of Saddam Hussein. 
Many Sunnis fear the rise of Iraq’s 
Shiite majority will lead to greater 
influence by Shiite-dominated Iran, 
with which Iraq fought a bloody war

Russian leader taekles 
topies from Chechnya 
to democratic reform 

MOSCOW I Russian President 
Vladimir Putin on Thursday spoke 
out against sanctions on North 
Korea and Iran, calling for more 
diplomatic efforts in the standoffs 
over their nuclear programs and 
sought to reassure European con- 
sumers that Russia was a reliable 
gas supplier. 

In a live Internet conference 
aired on British Broadcasting 
Corp. Web sites — part of a charm 
offensive before the summit of the 
Group of Eight major industrialized 
nations that he is hosting in just over 
a week — Putin also described the 
U.S. as a key Russian partner and 
its president as a friend, but warned 
against U.S. world dominance. 

Answering only a few of the 
thousands of questions that dealt 
with personal details or quirky 
issues such as whether Russia 
would deploy giant humanoid 
robots to protect its borders, Putin 
also defended the devastating mili- 
tary campaign in Chechnya, saying 
Russia would do all it can to pre- 
serve its territorial integrity. 

“Of course it was worth it,” 
Putin said of the war that Moscow 
launched when he was prime min-

Asked whether Russia regretted 
its bitter New Year’s dispute with 
Ukraine over natural gas prices, 
which led to disruptions in supplies 
in some European countries when 
Russia halted shipments meant for 
Ukraine, Putin fired back by blam- 
ing the shortages on Ukraine, which 
was resisting a fourfold increase. 

Visibly displeased, Putin opposed 
what he said were efforts by “some- 
body” in the West to coerce Russia 
into subsidizing other ex- Soviet 
republics with cheap gas prices. 

Asked whether Russia has 
become more authoritarian under 
his rule, he said, “Of course I do 
not agree,” insisting the country 
has irrevocably chosen a demo- 
cratic path. “I am sure that with- 
out the development of democracy, 
freedom of the press and civil soci- 
ety, Russia has no future.” (ap)

Metro to Try SmarTrip-Only Lanes 


Officials hope ‘express’ 
gates ease waits when 
tourists have problems 

WASHINGTON I Metro passengers 
who use a SmarTrip card will 
soon be in the fast lane through 
the fare gates. 

Officials with the transit agen- 
cy voted Thursday to test “express 
lanes” at three stations this fall for

It continues a trend of foreign travel 
that members of Williams’ admin- 
istration believe is crucial to being 
an effective leader, but has led 
Williams’ critics to dub him “out- 
of-town Tony.” 

Williams said in November that 
he wanted to concentrate on issues 
at home. 

“What I plan on doing now in 
the next year is to be really involved 
here in the city,” he said.

Metro officials said. Overall, about 
53 percent of Metrorail riders and 
18 percent of Metrobus riders use 
SmarTrip cards. 

The “express lanes” will allow 
32 customers per minute to pass 
through, compared with 22 per 
minute at the other gates. Some 
customers had complained that 
they were impeded by tourists and 
other passengers who have trouble 
using fare cards. 


“By creating ‘express lanes’ in 
Metrorail stations we hope to speed 
the trip for SmarTrip users and ease 
congestion at the fare gates,” said 
Metro Interim General Manager 
Dan Tangherlini. 

Also Thursday, the Metro board 
voted to approve a four-year col- 
lective bargaining agreement with 
train and bus operators, mechanics 
and other employees belonging to

AOL Mulls Shift 
To Free Services 


Web company may 
move toward ad-based 
model, sources report 

NEW YORK I AOL LLC may give away 
even more of its services, includ- 
ing its vaunted AOL.com e-mail 
accounts now limited to paying 
subscribers, to boost ad revenues 
and offset declines in subscriptions, 
a person familiar with the discus- 
sions said Thursday. 

One proposal under consider- 
ation among top AOL executives 
calls for Time Warner Inc.’s online 
unit to stop charging subscription 
fees to users who have high-speed 
Internet access or even dial-up ser- 
vice from a rival provider. 

The person familiar with the talks 
said a major review over the past sev- 
eral months sought to identify ways 
to keep users within the AOL fam- 
ily regardless of whether they want 
to keep paying monthly fees of as 
much as $25.90 a month. 


Under the plan, first reported by 
The Wall Street Journal, the Dulles, 
Va., company would continue to 
charge the fees for those needing 
dial-up access through AOL. 

Over the past year and a half, 
AOL has been making more of its 
articles, video and other services 
available for free on its ad- sup- 
ported Web sites. But some fea- 
tures, including AOL.com e-mail, 
remained available only to paying 
subscribers. AOL had 18.6 million 
U.S. subscribers as of March 31. 

Rob Enderle, an industry analyst 
with the Enderle Group, said AOL 
needs to avoid becoming a compa- 
ny “caught in the middle” — trying 
to juggle both a paying subscriber 
base and a free, ad-based model 
without doing either well. 

The AOL plan requires ad reve- 
nues to grow significantly, although 
some of the lost revenue could be 
offset by lower expenses, including 
layoffs in marketing and customer 
service, anick jesdanun (ap) 


Sky-High Oil Prices Retreat Slightly 


WASHINGTON | Oil prices in New 
York retreated from record terri- 
tory but held above $75 a barrel 
on Thursday as gasoline demand 
— and geopolitical tensions — 
remain high. 

The Energy Department said 
Thursday that U.S. gasoline con- 


sumption over the past four weeks 
averaged 9.5 million barrels a day, or 
1.4 percent more than a year ago. 

Light sweet crude for August 
delivery fell 5 cents to settle 
at $75.14 a barrel on the New 
York Mercantile Exchange. On 
Wednesday, oil futures touched an 


intraday record of $75.40 before set- 
tling at $ 75 . 19 , an all-time closing 
high on Nymex, where oil trading 
began in 1983.

How to be a top-pick 
roommate in the 
group-house lottery 

In a five -bedroom house in Adams 
Morgan, the race is on. 

The prize is a sunny bedroom 
featuring scratched wood floors, 
a shared bathroom and, thanks to 
the whooping monkeys a half-mile 
away at the National Zoo, no need 
for an alarm clock. 

The rent is $710, and the com- 


petition is strong. 

On a Sunday afternoon, 16 
people prowl through the house. 
Another seven sniff out the terri- 
tory later. 

“It’s a popularity contest, and it’s 
impossible,” said one of the contes- 
tants, Chrissy Moore. “People will 
do anything to live in the city. I 
know people who are splitting 
300 -square-foot studios.” 

Judgments about prospec- 
tive roommates are “very much 
based on gut instinct,” said John 


D. Krumboltz, a professor of edu- 
cation and psychology at Stanford 
University. “You’re not going to 
review this person’s resume. You 
can usually tell immediately if 
they show signs of warmth and 
friendliness, which most of us 
welcome, or if they exhibit hostil- 
ity or aloofness that most people 
find off-putting.” 

Fair or not, physical appearance 


may play a larger role in forming 
first impressions than anything 
the candidate might say, accord- 
ing to experts. 

“It’s not just the sheer level of a 
person’s attractiveness, but more 
along the lines of. What’s the ste- 
reotype of this type of person?”’ said 
Mark R. Leary, chair of the depart- 
ment of psychology at Wake Forest 
University. “You pick up physical 
clues — someone is wearing too 
much makeup, or it’s a man with 
hair on his face. It’s the same as the 
snap judgments we make about peo- 
ple if we pass them on the street.” 

The clothes someone wears, 
for instance, might remind you of 
another person or mirror your own 
preferences. 

To be sure, impressions reveal 
only so much. “You can tell how 
extroverted or introverted or nice 
versus mean someone is,” said Leary. 
“It’s harder to tell whether that per- 
son is going to steal my money.” 

Candidates are offered a 10- 
or 15 -minute tour of the prem- 
ises. These visits may look infor- 
mal, but the incumbents pay close 
attention to the visitors’ behavior 
and personality. 

While the roommates have no 
clear favorite, the group quickly 
realizes there was one person with 
whom they all felt comfortable. 

Kennedy Kern was memora- 
ble partly because of the T-shirt 
she wore.

Cup, 12 years after making his International 
debut and eight years after helping the team 
win its only World Cup title. 

Six years ago, also against Portugal, 
Zidane’s golden goal penalty sent France 
into the European Championship final, 
where Les Bleus also played Italy. Zidane’s 
performance against Portugal this time was 
solid. He kept the midfield ticking along 
with neat passes, slowing or accelerating 
when needed. 

But it was not better than his quarterfi- 
nal showing against Brazil — one of his 
best ever performances and perhaps 
better than in the 1998 final. 

His precise pass- 
es split open Brazil’s 
defense, his dragbacks 
sent players the 
TOngway, and he 
eventwicepoint- 
ed one way as if 
to indicate the 


direction of his pass and then turned around 
sharply in his signature spin move. 

“When you see him play like that, it’s 
others who should be stopping, not him,” 
France defender Lilian Thuram said after 


the win over Brazil. 


Zidane, who played his last club season 
for Real Madrid, was named FIFA World 
Player of the Year three times. He won the 
prestigious Golden Ball in 1998, awarded 
to the best player in Europe. 

A player of uncommon skill and rare 
technical poise, Zidane’s ability to control 
almost any ball, his elegance, vision of the 
game and penchant for big-game goals has 
seen him compared with some of the great- 
est creative talents in the game, like Michel 
Platini and Johan Cruyff. 

“Technically, I think he is the king of 
what’s fundamental in the game — control 
and passing,” Platini has said. “I don’t think 
anyone can match him when it comes to 
controlling or receiving the ball.” (ap) 


34-year-old Zidane 
finishes his career by 
leading France to final 


France’s players average nearly 
30 years ofage; among Cup winners, 
only Brazil had an average over28. 

Italy’s 11 goals have been scored by 
10 different players. The 1982 French team, 
which finished fourth, is the only other team 
in World Cup history to feature 10 goal scorers. 

This isthefirst final since 1990without Brazil. 

Les Bleus are now Les Blancs — France will wear 
its white alternates forthefourth consecutive game.

And France’s advancement to 
Sunday’s title match against 
in Berlin had a lot to do with the 
soon-to -retire midfielder. 

Zidane, who came out of 
international retirement 
to help France quali- 
fy for this year’s tour- 
nament, scored from 
the penalty spot in the 
33 rd minute to give his 
team a 1-0 victory over Portugal. 

After Thierry Henry was clipped by 
Ricardo Carvalho, Zidane sent the spot 
kick into the bottom left corner, just out of 
the reach of Portugal goalkeeper Ricardo 
Pereira. 

It was Zidane’s 30 th goal for Les Bleus 
on his 107th appearance, and second at this 
World Cup. That put him in a tie for fourth 
place with Just Fontaine and Jean-Pierre 
Papin on France’s all-time scorers list. 

Zidane also scored in the second-round 
win over Spain. 

The 34 -year- old Zidane has said that

NATIONALS I Walks don’t sell tick- 
ets. They rarely make you famous, 
and they never put you in the All- 
Star game. 

But if there’s an untold story to 
Alfonso Soriano’s prodigious first 
half, it may be his improved ability 
to keep his bat on his shoulder. 

“That’s what I’ve tried to do all 
of my five years in the big leagues 
— be more patient at home plate,” 
he said. “If I’m more patient. I’m a 
better hitter. 

“Sometimes they don’t want to 
see me on base [because of the sto- 
len base factor], so they throw more 
to me,” he said. 

The bases on balls aren’t actu- 
ally an impressive standalone stat 
(Soriano had 32 walks through 85 
games, one short of his total in each 
of the last two seasons and six away 
from his career high of 38). But his 
improving pitch selection led to 
a team-high 26 homers through 


Wednesday and a spot as the 
National League’s starting 
left fielder in Tuesday’s All- 
Star Game, an honor he was 
voted to by both the fans and 
players. 

It’s Soriano’s fifth selection 
to the All-Star game (he was 
the game’s MVP in 2004), 
with the other four 
coming as a sec- 
ond baseman in 
the American 
League. 

“This one is 
bigger because I 
made it in a posi- 
tion where there’s a lot of good 
players who have some really 
good numbers,” Soriano said. “I’m 
really excited about this one.” 

His transition from second to 
left has gone from a major 
point of contention at the 
beginning of the season 
to a relative non-issue in 
the club’s day-to-day affairs. 

Alfonso Soriano has hit 26 home 
runsthrough Wednesday, 15atRFK. 




Soriano even went as far as to tell 
the Post this week that he’d like to 
be back with the Nationals next 
season. 

Sure, he may misjudge the occa- 
sional fly ball, but his excellent speed 
and surprising arm (he had a league- 
best 12 outfield assists entering 
Wednesday) have made up for 
any shortcomings. 

Already the fran- 
^ chise’s first 20-20 player 
0 since 2002 (Vladimir 
Guererro), Soriano 
heads into the All-Star 
break among the NL 
leaders in long balls, 
total bases, steals and 
extra base hits. 

While several of his 
teammates have complained about 
the endless acreage at RFK, Soriano 
had cleared the fence 15 times through 
his first 38 games in D.C. 

“Obviously at the top of our line- 
up, if he’s going we’re going,” short- 
stop Royce Clayton said. “He’s a little 
different [from most leadoff hitters] 
because he can put you up 1-0 with 
one swing.” eric brandner 


Padres’ Closer Changes Approach 


Hosting the Padres, 
the Nats won’t face an 
overpowering Hoffinan 

NATIONALS I The best closer in the 
National League may also be the 
most hittable. 

Fourteen years into his illustri- 
ous Major League career, Trevor 
Hoffman doesn’t need to strike 
guys out to get the job done. 

“He’s not overpowering. He 
relies on his change-up,” says 
Nationals closer Chad Cordero. 
“For a closer to rely on a pitch like 
that says something about how 
good he really is. He’ll spot his 
fastball, but he gets most of his 
outs on his change -up.” 

The 38 -year-old closer may have 
lost a few miles on his fastball, but 
he’s stayed effective. Hoffman has 
converted nearly 93 percent of 
his save opportunities since hav-

ing shoulder surgery on Oct. 16, 
2003 - three days after his 35th 
birthday. 


With 457 saves through 
Wednesday (including 105 since 
his surgery), Hoffman is closing 
in on Lee Smith’s Major League 
record of 478. 

Despite those impressive num- 
bers, Nationals hitters have a good 
history against Hoffman, going a 
combined 10 for 38 (.294). They 
could face him again this week- 
end when the Padres come to 
RFK Stadium for a three-game 
series. 

“It’s just a question of how long 
you can wait [on the change -up] 
and just be in a position not to get 
out in front of it,” says Nationals 
shortstop Royce Clayton, who is 4 
for 11 against Hoffman. “Early in his 
career, he had a 92-93 mph fastball. 
He doesn’t throw quite as hard but 
his fastball still seems like it jumps 
up on you because of the change - 
up. “I’d rather face the guy throw- 
ing 97 - He’s more likely to make a 


mistake with it. Trevor knows he 
can’t make mistakes.” 

The Nationals figure to have 
their hands full in Saturday night’s 
contest, too, when 6 -foot-10 Chris 
Young (7-4) takes the hill for San 
Diego. 

Young has had sprinkled 
impressive starts throughout his 
first campaign with the Padres. He 
threw eight innings of one -hit ball 
against the Rockies back on May 
30 and followed that up with an 
eight-inning, two -hit performance 
in Pittsburgh on June 4. 

The National League’s Pitcher 
of the Month in June, Young has 
allowed two runs or fewer in six of 
his last seven outings. 

Woody Williams (3-1) — who 
hasn’t surrendered more than 
three runs in a start this season — 
opens the series tonight against 
Washington’s Ramon Ortiz (6-6).

Do you think the Lerners paid 
$450 million for a team no one 
will go see until the new stadium 
is finished? 

Team president Stan Kasten’s 
idea of building for the future is 
the right one. But there must be a 
way to field a competitive team in 
the process — and not trading away 
the team’s best player is a start. 

Keeping Soriano may cost the 
Nats a prospect or two now. Long 
term, though, it could lay the 
groundwork for a successful team 
— on and off the field.

A tour spokesman said today 
that Commissioner Tim Finchem 
“remains committed” to bring- 
ing PGA Tour golf back to the 
Washington area but that the Tour’s 
first priority is to upgrade Avenel, 
the private Potomac club that has 
hosted the area’s tour stop for 19 of 
the past 20 years. 

Since its opening, the Avenel 
course has received decidedly 
mixed reviews from professional 
players, and it was regularly cited 
as a reason for the lackluster fields 
the event sometimes attracted. 

After announcing in January 


that the Washington area was being 
dropped from its regular late spring 
spot on the 2007 schedule, the Tour 
had hoped to hold an event at Avenel 
in the fall instead. 

Unhappy with the less presti- 
gious spot on the schedule, Booz 
Allen, which has been the tourna- 
ment’s title sponsor the past three 
years, declined to renew its sponsor- 
ship contract after this year’s event, 
which concluded June 27. 

Kemper Sports Management, 
which ran Washington’s tour event, 
had been seeking a new title sponsor 
for 2007, and that process appar- 
ently will continue. 

The tour spokesman was 
hopeful of having an event back 
in Washington, possibly as soon 
as 2008. 

“The tour remains committed 
to the Washington, D.C., market,” 
Finchem said to the Associated 
Press. “And we look forward to 
returning in the future with top- 
level PGA Tour golf competition.”

TENNIS I Justine Henin-Hardenne 
is one victory from a career Grand 
Slam, and Maria Sharapova is gone 
from Wimbledon. 

Henin-Hardenne defeated Kim 
Clijsters 6-4, 7-6 (4) Thursday to 
reach the final and close in on the 
one major title missing from her 
collection. 

The third-seeded Henin- 
Hardenne will face No. 1 Amelie 
Mauresmo, who squandered a 3- 
1, love-40 lead against serve in 
the second set before putting away 
Sharapova 6-3, 3-6, 6-2. 

Saturday’s championship 
will be a rematch of this year’s 
Australian Open final in which 
Henin-Hardenne quit because of 
stomach pain while trailing 6-1, 
2-0, handing the Frenchwoman 
her first Grand Slam title. 

French Open champion Rafael 
Nadal advanced to the men’s semi- 
finals by beating Finland’s Jarkko 


Nieminen 6-3, 6-4, 6-4. Their quar- 
terfinal was postponed. 

Mauresmo has lost five of nine 
career matches against Henin- 
Hardenne. 

“I’m expecting a tough one,” she 
said. “She’s playing some great ten- 
nis, very aggressive. She’s a tough 
player. I finally get the chance to 


play for the trophy.” 

Henin-Hardenne reached the 
Wimbledon final in 2001, losing to 
Venus Williams. Since then, she has 
won three French Opens and one 
U.S. Open and Australian Open. 
By taking Wimbledon, she would 
become only the 10th woman to win 
all four Grand Slams, (ap) 


Freire wins the day but 
world champ Boonen 
keeps the yellow jersey 

CYCLING I Three-time former world 
champion Oscar Freire of Spain won 
the fifth stage of the Tour de France 
on Thursday, holding off overall 
leader Tom Boonen of Belgium in 
the finishing sprint. 

Boonen earned bonus time to 
build his lead. The current world 
champion will wear the yellow jer- 
sey for a third straight day during 
Friday’s sixth stage. 

Bonus time for the win also 
vaulted Freire from 20th to third 
overall. World time -trial champion 
Michael Rogers of Australia is still 
second overall, 13 seconds behind 
Boonen, with Freire another four 
seconds back. George Hincapie of 
the United States slipped from third 
to fourth, also 17 seconds behind 
Boonen. 

All 172 remaining riders started 
the mostly flat, 140 -mile trek from 


Beauvais, north of Paris. There were 
several crashes along the route, but 
all riders finished. After several hot 
days of racing, the weather cooled, 
with rain on the route. 

Freire, of the Rabobank squad, 
accelerated sharply in the last 300 
yards, sprinting up the right side 
of the finishing straightaway to 
take the stage victory, his second 
in three Tours. 

“It wasn’t the way that I’m used 
to sprinting,” he said. “I usually stay 
in other riders’ wheels and wait until 
the last second,” he said. But this 
time “what I needed to do was to 
take the initiative.” 

Although he has the yellow jer- 
sey, Boonen has not displayed the 
explosive form he showed during 
the past two Tours, when he won 
four stages. 

Inaki Isasi of the Basque team 
Euskaltel placed third in the sprint 
finish at the Normandy town of 
Caen. Australian sprinter Robbie 
McEwen, winner of two stages this 
Tour and 10 overall, was fifth, (ap)

FILM I Yo ho, yo ho ... yeah, that’s 
about all you get. It is physically 
impossible to think of any puns 
after sitting through “Pirates of 
the Caribbean: Dead Man’s Chest” 
and having all traces of energy and 
enthusiasm sucked out.

know the performance is coming. 
And like everything else about this 
film, we’ve seen it before. 

“Dead Man’s Chest” begins with 
Bloom’s earnest Will Turner and 
Knightley’s saucy Elizabeth Swann 
on the verge of marrying, only to be 
yanked from their planned nuptials 
and arrested for their association 
with Captain Jack. 

Seems that Jack is in trouble, 
this time for a blood debt he owes 
the fearsome ocean ruler Davy 
Jones (Bill Nighy, whose face is 
covered by some sort of octupus- 
looking monstrosity). But if Jack 
can locate Jones’ hidden chest, he 
can control him and avoid being his 
eternal slave. 

Will and Elizabeth re-team 
with Jack and help him look for the 
chest. Their adventures among the 
natives on a remote island can be 
visually impressive, but they also 
call to mind an extended episode 
of “Survivor.” 

Also crammed into the mix 
are a voodoo sorceress (Naomie 
Harris) and Will’s long-lost father. 
Bootstrap Bill (Stellan Skarsgard, 
covered in barnacles and looking 
depressed). The entire endeavor 
just feels overstuffed, as if more 
somehow equals better. jGk

FILM I “Strangers With Candy” is as 
joyfully twisted as the title would 
suggest. 

A prequel to the Comedy Central 
TV series that was canceled in 2000 
after three seasons, the film finds 
Amy Sedaris reprising her starring 
role as Jerri Blank, the fortysome- 
thing ex- con, ex-junkie, bisexual 
prostitute. 

Fresh out of prison, Jerri returns 
to her childhood home and finds 
her father (Dan Hedaya) in a coma, 
so she goes back to high school to 
“become the good girl I never was 
and never had any desire to be,” in 
hopes that it will revive him. 


Of course, Jerri didn’t fit in back 
when she was a freshman 32 years 
ago, and she’s even more of a misfit 
freak now. With her severe over- 
bite, garish makeup and perpetually 
furrowed brow, she doesn’t exactly 
click with the popular clique. 

Her classmates don’t seem to 
notice her age, only that she looks 
different from them — she could 
be a teenage nerd girl, it wouldn’t 
matter — and they have zero inter- 
est gleaning from her the pearls of 
wisdom she offers after a lifetime of 
hard living. Neither do her teach- 
ers, including Stephen Colbert as 
the science instructor who uses 
the Bible as a textbook, and Paul 
Dinello as the fun-loving art teach- 
er with whom Colbert’s character 
is having a secret affair.

It should come as no surprise 
that Michael and Tommy will 
have trouble coexisting in this 
cozy metropolis, not to mention 
within their tight Irish- Catholic 
family under the nose of their 
commanding mother, whose din- 
ner table they now will be sharing 
every Sunday. 

And yet, “Brotherhood” is load- 
ed with surprises. Like how good 
it is. 

Weekly airings begin Sunday 
at 10 p.m. with “Mark 8:36” (that 
is, “For what does it profit a man 
to gain the whole world and for- 
feit his life?” — each episode’s title 
is a Bible verse). And as the series 
unfolds, you can be certain you

won’t be disappointed. 

“Brotherhood” is a rich explora- 
tion of loyalty embattled by cross - 
purposes. 

Tommy (Jason Clarke) is a pub- 
lic servant who, despite aspirations 
for higher office, is devoted to “The 
Hill,” his working-class-Irish dis- 
trict where he knows every con- 
stituent by name. Street- smart, 
hard-nosed yet idealistic, he’s a 
politician who wants to be his 
own man. 

Meanwhile, Michael (Jason 
Isaacs) is a chillingly magnetic 
thug known as “Three-Part Mike” 
(judge, jury, executioner). But with- 
in the limits of his psychopathic 
drive, he demonstrates allegiance 
to his brother. 

Anice outcome for “Brotherhood” 
would be a state of equilibrium 
somehow restored — room enough 
and power enough for all. But don’t 
bet on it. What happens instead is 
a fascinating drama that immers- 
es you in a world of steadfast alli- 
ances (including brotherly love) 
that, all too often, clash. Sooner 
or later, something has to give.

Smart police comedy 
‘Monk’ starts season 
near a breakthrough 

DOPPELGANGER I Now in its fifth 
season, the offbeat police comedy 
“Monk” (9 p.m., USA) has been part 
of a smart- cable revolution. 

“Monk” opens its fifth season 
with a great episode and a wonder- 
ful cameo appearance. As the epi- 
sode begins, Adrian Monk (Emmy- 
winner Tony Shalhoub) appears to 
be on the verge of a psychological 
and personal breakthrough. He’s 
about to go on vacation alone — his 
first solo trip since the murder of 
his beloved wife. 

Feeling frisky, he’s happy to hear 
that Hollywood is making a movie 
about a recent case solved by himself 
and the San Francisco police. 

Unfortunately for Monk, the 
actor (Stanley Tucci) playing him 
is a stickler for method and moti- 
vation and wants to get inside his 
subject’s head. It’s a joy to see Tucci 
“become” Monk. The two actors are 


natural together, having appeared 
in the wonderful, bittersweet drama 
“Big Night” in 1996, where they both 
play co-owners and chefs in a fail- 
ing Jersey Shore restaurant. 

The episode also makes some 
comedic points about the psycho- 
logical dynamics of acting. Some of 


the insights that Monk experiences 
while coaching his alter ego seem to 
transcend any progress he’s made 
with his therapist. But whether this

NACHO LIBRE (PG, 90 minutes) Jack 
Black, hiding behind a large, bad Mexican 
accentand apermfrom hell, plays Ignacio, 
nicknamed Nacho,amonkin an orphan- 
age whose job consists of fixing beans 
for the kids. Beans? Bean jokes? Okay, 
beans are funny — if you’re 12. Nacho 
secretly signs up for a wrestling match 
to raise money to buy lettuce for salads 
to relievethe monotony of the beans and 
perhaps give us sanctuary from the bean 
jokes.

When the just-born 
son of an American diplomat dies, the 
father (Liev Schreiber) knows it will break 
his wife’s (Julia Stiles) heart. A priest 
points outthat an unwed mother has just 
died giving birth; could we not switch the 
newborns? The son, Damien, grows 
into a beautiful boy (Seamus Davey- 
Fitzpatrick) but one with an odd sense 
of aloofness. Deaths begin happening 
around him, each calculated to advance 
his position. The movie is handsome in 
the way it’s fast-moving: sleek, well- 
engineered. (SH) 

OVER THE HEDGE (PG, 87 minutes) The 
woodland creatures’ habitat is losing 
ground to development. They’ve got no 
choice but to slip through the big hedge 
that ringsthe human world and make for 
the trash cans.

The electric car is 
back, and this time 
it’s faster than ever 

Like many Silicon Valley engi- 
neers, Martin Eberhard loves 
cars, especially fast ones. But the 
self- described “closet gearhead” 
didn’t feel comfortable buying a 
hot rod that guzzled gas from the 
Middle East or some other trou- 
bled region. 

So three years ago, Eberhard and 
friend Marc Tarpenning launched 
Tesla Motors Inc. Their goal: to 
design a sports car that would go 
as fast as a Ferrari or Porsche, but 
run on electricity. 

Silicon Valley thinks it can do 
what Detroit could not — create a 
thriving business selling electric 
cars. In the 1990s, General Motors 
and other automakers spent billions 
to develop battery-powered vehi- 
cles, but they flopped because most 
couldn’t travel more than 100 miles 
before having to recharge. 

At least three Silicon Valley start- 
ups — Tesla Motors of San Carlos, 
Wrightspeed Inc. of Woodside and 
battery maker Li-on Cells of Menlo 
Park — are among a small cadre of 



companies nationwide developing 
electric cars or components. 

As fuel costs rise, technology 
improves and consumers seek more 
environmentally friendly vehicles, 
this new generation of electric car 
companies sees potential in a mar- 
ket niche largely neglected by the 
big automakers. 

The success of Toyota’s Prius and 
other hybrids has shown there’s a 
market for eco-friendly cars. But 
Tesla’s Eberhard thinks the Prius 
is “terrifically ugly” and believes 
other wealthy car enthusiasts feel 
the same way. 

In Tesla’s workshop about 20 
miles south of San Francisco, 
Eberhard and Tarpenning offered

a glimpse of their first model — a 
sleek two-seater called the Roadster 
that resembles a Lotus Elise — but 
would not allow photographs. They 
plan to unveil it at an event for pro- 
spective buyers next month in Santa 
Monica. 


“We’re building a car for people 
who like to drive,” Eberhard said. 
“This is not a punishment car.” 

The Roadster will be able to 
drive about 250 miles on a single 
three -hour charge, drive up to 135 
miles per hour and accelerate from 


zero to 60 in four seconds, Eberhard 
said. It will cost between $85,000 
and $120,000. 

Ian Wright, who left Tesla to 
start Wrightspeed last year, is aim- 
ing at the same $3 billion market 
for high-performance sports cars. 


The New Zealand-born electrical 
engineer spent nine months retool- 
ing an Ariel Atom race car to run 
on a lithium-ion battery; he plans 
to eventually sell the prototype of 
the car for about $120,000. 

Wright frequently takes prospec- 
tive investors — and reporters — for 
a spin in the hills near his Woodside 
home. With no doors, roof or wind- 
shield, a drive in Wrightspeed’s Xl 
feels like a roller coaster ride. It 
accelerates from zero to 60 mph 
in three seconds. 

“I wouldn’t describe myself as 
a radical environmentalist,” said 
Wright, who is still trying to raise 
his first round of funding. “I think 
my customers will buy my cars 
for performance. The energy effi- 
ciency is nice to have, but it’s not 
the reason they will buy the car.”

Was Mr. Lay going to be a wit- 
ness against anyone else in a plea 
arrangement to get his sentence 
reduced? 

No, Lay had not reached any 
kind of agreement with prosecutors. 
In a very real sense, he was the man 
at the top. There was no one else 
(i.e., a bigger fish) at Enron against 
whom he could testify even if he so 
desired. Lay, for his part, strongly 
maintained his innocence. 

Can the government recover Lay’s 
assets now, or will it be more difficult 
now that he is dead? 

Legal experts conclude that it 
will be far more difficult for the 
government and shareholders to 
recover Lay’s assets. For one thing, 
due to the state of federal law in 
Texas, Lay’s lawyers can move to 
have the jury verdict thrown out, 
because he is not available to carry 
forward his appeal. 

Foul play definitely ruled out?

Now that Mr. Lay is dead, is it pos- 
sible his nemesis, Sherron Watkins, 
will find a job?

Why do the Palomar folks want to 
teach bellhops how to move? 

It began with the idea that the 
hotel would be successful if it were 
infused with artistic energy and ide- 
als. The result is that these people 
comport themselves better, and get 
the notion that art and beauty can 
be central to doing their jobs. 

Well, you’re certainly surrounded 
by artistry at your own job. Do you 
carry that into your apartment? 

I love having things around me 
with aesthetic resonance. I’ve got 
Mies van der Rohe chairs in my liv- 
ing room that embody modernism. 
They were designed in the 1920s, 
and they still look good today. 

Any other favorite objects? 

I’ve also got these carved 19th-cen- 
tury wooden statue bases from a 
church, which I use as tables. I 


grew up in a big Catholic family, 
so I’m interested in church iconog- 
raphy. But they’re subtle, not like a 
velvet painting of the Virgin of the 
Guadalupe! 

You also have a taxidermy collec- 
tion, right? 

I’ve got some beautiful squirrels, 
an African buck and some other 
things. I bought a six-inch-long 
alligator at a Paris flea market, 
too. Initially, the collection was 
ironic. I went to school in Texas, 
and I spent hundreds of hours driv- 
ing between Austin and my parents’ 
home in Brownsville. My brothers 
and I would stop at a Dairy Queen 
next to a taxidermy shop, and my 
interest began there. 

So why do you like stuffed stuff? 

One of the things I like to do, wheth- 
er it’s in choreography, in dress or 


in how I decorate, is to throw curve 
balls, to add a sense of surprise. 

Any other unusual things chez 
Septime? 

Well, I love flea markets, which 
is where I got my collection of 
Murano glass clowns. As a child, I 
was afraid of clowns. Some people 
get over their fears via therapy. I got 
over mine through shopping. 


What do you wear to work? 

Adidas track pants and a T-shirt, 
very basic. I like being either very 
casual or very dressed. 

So what do you put on when you 
aren’t leading rehearsals? 

I like stuff that’s simple and well- 
tailored, generally in solid col- 
ors and cut a little slim. I like Jil 
Sander suits, because they have a

great, minimal cut. I like to shop at 
Relish in Georgetown and Saks for 
Men.

Good clothing 
calls for a tailor’s 
nips and tucks 

THAT MAN ACROSS THE BAR looks swell 
in his Jon Stewart-style pin-striped 
suit. That is, until you zoom in for 
a close up, and you see his jacket 
dwarfs his shoulders and his pant 
cuffs scrape the floor. This power 
dresser doesn’t have the accomplice 
all clotheshorses need: a tailor. 

But why take your new shirt or 
cocktail frock to a pro handy with 
a sewing machine and thread? It’s 
the fit, stupid. 

Though a piece of clothing at 
a store might seem made for you, 
it was cut for a model whose body 
probably looks nothing like yours. 
Even things in “your” size could need 
nipping or hemming. Such tweaks 
can mean the difference between 
getting dressed and looking well- 
dressed. “A great suit is dead in its 
tracks if it doesn’t fit,” said Tara 
Weintritt of D.C.-area personal- 
shopping service Two Fashionistas 
(twofashionistas .com) . 

In an ideal world, clothes would 
come out of shopping bags fitting 
perfectly. But in Non- Couture 
Land, that’s rarely the case. “Men 
tend to wear their pants too short,” 
said Weintritt. “You won’t believe 
how many socks you see!” 

Women often buy garments too 
large, donning blazers with huge 
shoulders or pants that bag at the 


waist, exposing their panties a la 
Monica Lewinsky. 

“There’s a gap between the 
rack and the customer that has 
to be filled by a seam here and 
there,” said Betsy Fisher, owner 
of the eponymous Dupont Circle 
women’s boutique. 

But how do you know if some- 
thing needs tailoring? “If you paid 
good money for it and it doesn’t feel 
perfect when you slip it on,” said 
Weintritt. This means an H&M top 
can go as -is, but that Armani suit 
may need work. 

Pay attention to problems like 
looseness in the bust, excess fab- 
ric in the rear of pants and any 
tightness at the waist or shoulders

of jackets. Fisher said structured 
pieces are usually worth taking in. 
Knits, however, will likely conform 
to the body without any tailoring. 

Above all, don’t buy items that 
are much too small or way too big; 
they’re not worth the fix-it fees. 


So how do you get hooked up 
with a fit alchemist? Stores like 
Nordstrom and Brooks Brothers 
offer in-house services at an addi- 
tional cost. Tailors also operate out 
of dry cleaners. Finally, for trickier 
jobs, consider a master tailor, prob- 
ably someone who owns a shop. 

Score a recommendation from 
well-dressed friends or boutique 
owners. Fisher’s clients often call 
on Alicia Lagos of Imperial Valet 
Cleaners (1331 Connecticut Ave. 
NW; 202-785-1444). Another 
District-area tailor with a good rep, 
Dien Do, operates his own shop in 
Georgetown (1083 Wisconsin Ave. 
NW; 202-333-2913). 

While many folks consult a pro 
stitcher only for dressy duds. Do said 
he’s been busy lately hemming jeans. 
“One customer buys them at The 
Gap and has them tailored. They 
look like $200 pants,” he said. But 
when getting your Sevens taken up, 
be sure the tailor uses the same color 
thread found in the original hem. 

Tailoring prices vary greatly 
depending on the job and who’s 
doing it. A pants or skirt hem gen- 
erally costs $10 to $15; more serious 
redos, particularly anything involv- 
ing zippers or jackets, can run $30 
and up per job. 

Perhaps the best advice maybe 
to buy things that fit well to begin 
with. Said Weintritt: “Tailoring can 
make an average piece look amaz- 
ing, but not having an item fit can 
make your entire outfit look cheap.”

■ “You can’t expect a good pedicure 
to be super quick,’’ said manicurist 
Anh Luu. “I’d allow 50 minutes to an 
hour.’’ Luu has been treating tootsies 
and fingernails for 15 years; she cur- 
rently buffs, trims and polishes at The 
Barber Shop (1825 1 st. nw; 202-441-1895) 
at International Square. 

Yeah, what you might call a hand- 
and-foot chop shop can do a shine and 
a nail cut in 30 minutes. But Luu said a 
rush job likethat misses the point. “Most 
peoplein D.C. workso hard, they need to 
relax during a pedicure,’’ she said. 

And spending afew more millisec- 
onds means yourtechnician can takethe 
timetodothings correctly. Luu saidthis 
means using scrubs to smooth heel cal- 
lusesandapplying polish inthincoats, 
which makes your piggy paint long-last- 
ing and shiny. 

Shealso warned againsttechnicians 
who don’t wash pedicure bowls between 
treatments, which can promote icky fun- 
gal growth. “But, if you do yourtoes right, 
I guarantee a man will kiss yourfeet,’’ she

Cat hair goes 
haute with pet- 
friendly honnes 

YOU LOVE YOUR LITTLE FUZZBUTT, 

don’t you? But sometimes it seems 
like your home is a battleground: 
You versus hair, drool, toys and 
mystery substances so foul you 
pray you never discover their 
true source of origin. What to do 
when your love of your pets and 
your love of style seem to be eter- 
nally at odds? 

From clean, modern lines to 
over-the-top ornamentation, 
designs for furry friends now go 
far beyond Louis Vuitton pet car- 
riers and Swarovski collars. “Years 
ago, the only option you had was 
the dog bed with the pawprint 
motif,” said Julia Szabo, New York 
Post pet columnist and author of 
“Animal House Style: Designing 
a House to Share With Your Pets” 
($20, Bulfinch). “People don’t have 


to sacrifice style to live with one or 
more pets.” 

Szabo’s philosophy is to make 
one’s house pet-friendly, not pet- 
proof Her book combines style sense 
and common sense: For example, 
she recommends ceramic tile, which 
can be chosen to complement almost 
any decor, but cautions folks to com- 
bine it with a dark grout — the bet- 


ter to hide paw-borne dirt. 

Many of her strategies work for 
families with kids, too — and peo- 
ple in general. She suggests uphol- 
stering furniture with Crypton, a 
synthetic fabric that’s treated to 
resist stains, moisture and bacte- 
ria. “People don’t have to know it’s 
for your dog or cat. If the children 
get on there with jammy hands.

you don’t have to worry about any- 
thing. If a friend spills a glass of 
wine, it’s fine. We should all just 
be comfortable.” 

Woody Nelson, owner of the 
Georgetown Pet Gallery (3204 
O St. NW; 202-333-3172), said 
that “people treat their pets like 
children. They want nice collars 
for parties, just like they’d dress 
their children nicely.” 

To him, the two most impor- 
tant items, for both your own 
style and your pet’s health, are 
the raised feeder (it holds food and 
water bowls at a more comfortable 
level for eating) and the pet bed. A 
supper station keeps pets’ eating 
areas neater, while the bed helps 
keep beasties off the sofa or the 
people-bed, eliminating the fine 
film of hair that’s often the bane 
of pet owners. 

Nelson sells a variety of home 
accessories (as well as collars, 
leashes and toys), from a raised 
feeder that looks like a ’50s diner 
to an ornate, plush feline bed 
that’s shaped like a piano and 
plays “Memory” from “Cats.” “If 
you have an elaborate bedroom, 
you want an elaborate pet bed to 
complement that,” he said. 

While dogs seem to get the most 
attention, cats style has also crept 
into the market. Szabo’s personal 
favorite is the Kattbank ($1,740 
to $2,200, kattbank.com). “It’s 
the best thing since cat litter,” she 
said of the sleek benches, which 
cover litterboxes and use a venti- 
lation system to fight odors. 

Animal-house style isn’t just 
about looking good — it’s about 
doing good, too. “One of the big- 
gest barriers to adoption is peo- 
ple say, T don’t want to mess up 
my house,’ ” said Szabo, who lives 
with six dogs and six cats. “And 
you really don’t have to. If I can 
do it, you certainly can do it.”

Asking for 
Too Many Bids 

■ “When it comes to home repairs 
or remodeling, people think the more 
bids you get the better, which isn’t 
the case,’’ said Marla Seiko, presi- 
dent of Urban Referrals ( 202 - 332 - 0848 , 
uRBANREFERRALS.coM), a free-for- hom- 
eowners contract-referral company. 
“Meeting with six contractors just gets 
confusing, and you don’t end up saving.’’ 
Startwith]ustone:“You wantto actually 
meet with a contractor first to establish 
the scope of work, so when you do get 
another bid, you’ll be comparing apples 
to apples.’’ 

Securing two bids is absolute- 
ly a good idea — and if those two are 
vastly different, athird may be in order. 
But doing your homework is time bet- 
ter spent than collecting bids. Make 
sure the contractors you choose are 
insured, bonded and have good refer- 
ences. (Whom you should definitely call. 
Ask the contractor to take you to see a 
recently completed job, too.) And keep 
some perspective throughoutthe pro- 
cess, said Seiko: “Don’ttry to compare 
theguy who worksoutofthe back of his 
truck with a bid from an established com-

Lit-Up Lamps and Walls 


Q l need a good floor 
lamp for my sort-of- 
Art Deco-looking living 
room. I don’t want it for read- 
ing, but for atmosphere. I love 
those lamps with crystal balls 
on their bases at Restoration 
Hardware, but they cost a 
gazillion bucks. Suggestions? 

Since you don’t need this lamp to 
help you pore over work but more 
to create a nice, non-office-y atmo- 
sphere, you’ve got lots of options. 
Look for something tall, preferably 
with a mood- creating dimmer. But 
don’t limit yourself to trad lamps 
with shades. An inverted “tor- 
chiere”— a lamp with a reflec- 
tor bowl and usually no shade— 
would look romantic and reflect 
light toward the ceiling. 

There are lots of illuminat-

ing choices at Bellacor Lighting 
at (877-723-5522; bellacor.com). 
The Web site lets you sort by lamp 
type, style, finish and price. 

Since your room leans toward 
early 20th-century glamor, hunt 
under styles like “Art Deco” or 
“Urban Contemporary.” My scan 
came up with 513 hits, including a 
“Crystal Spheres” floor lamp with 
an edgy, brown-striped shade 
($175) and the “Deluxe Torchiere 
Floor Lamp” with an all- crystal 
body and inverted glass shade 
($273). Those prices should make 
you glad the $595 Restoration lamp 
didn’t come to live with you. 


Most paint manufacturers make glazes (like this onefrom Benjamin Moore), which 
can add texture to walls or lessen the punch of acolorthat looks a bittoo bright. 


Q l painted my basement TV 
room orange, hoping for a 
warm feel. I used gloss 
instead of semi-gloss, and now my 
den looks like the Great Pumpkin 
blew up. Will a glaze help? 

That does sound like an unexpect- 
ed harvest. You could add glaze to 
darken the mega- orange if it’s too 
bright, but it won’t make the finish 
more matte or less glaring. If you 
want a matte finish, go back to the 
paint store and get the same color in 
a flat or eggshell finish and repaint. 
One coat should do it. 

If you just want to mellow the 
color and are OK with the sheen, 
there are many new glazes on the 
market that are easy to work with. 
A glaze is a clear product which you 
“tint” by adding paint. Using it can 
add depth and texture to your walls, 
and it might make them appear less 
bright.
